Crop report from the San Ber- 
mardino county agricultural de- 


partrhent states that pickings of| yocqair 


lemons in the Upland-Ontario dis- 
trict will be light for several 
months and that more fruit than 
usually is in storage. 

Estimate of the crop about to 
be harvested is 50 per cent of 
normal. 

Concerning the outlook for next 
year’s navel crop, H. A. Crane, 
agricultural commissioner, makes 
this report: 

“The fruit crop in well-kept 
groves is growing well. Sizes re- 
ported at this time indicate that 
we will have normal sized fruit 
at harvest time. In volume, the 
crop is very spotted, Reports from} 
our séveral districts vary from 
40 per cent to 80 per cent of a 
normal crop. We have been forced 
to lower our estimate of per cent 
of normal set for the County 
about 5 per cent. Our present 
estimate is placed at 60 per cent 
of a normal set.” 

While the harvest of Valencia 
oranges here is over, harvest 
throughout the county’s entire 
citrus district is 50 per cent or 
better completed, Mr. Crane said. 
Wis Valencia report follows: 

“Quite a large volume is going 
inté juice channels. Estimates from 
our various districts concerning 
our younz crop vary from 20 per 
cent to 60 per cent of a normal) 
crop. Our estimate for the entire} 
county ag it appears at present is| 
about 45 per cent of normal. This 
figure is 5 per cent less than our 
estimate a month ago. Present 
observation of young fruits indi- 
cate favorable sizes at harvest} 
time.” 

Concerning grapefruit, he said| 
“Picking and packing of grape-| 
fruit has proceeded slowly this| 
month. Reports indicate approx-| 
imately 75 per cent of the present 
crop already harvested. The on- 
coming crop ig generally reported 
as lighter than a year ago. The 
crop being harvested is estimated ' 
at 75 per cent of normal, which 
is slightly better than our pre- 
vious estimate. 
the young crop is reduced slightly 
to 73 per cent of a normal set.”
